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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
teach or fairly suggest a golf ball teeing device con:q)rising an upright housing, a top portion 
hingedly attached to the upright housing, a tee pad having a golf tee where the tee pad is 
hingedly attached to the upright housing such that it forms a fourth upstanding wall, a hinged lid 
with a handle, the hd having a ridge for engaging a latch on the tee pad, a sloped ran^ forming a 
ball magazine, a ramp in the housing for receiving golf balls from the top portion, a ball stopping 
peg extending across the ramp for blocking further progress of the golf balls down the ran^), an 
aperture in the ramp upstream of the ball stopping peg, a perpendicular outgoing Tamp 
downstream of the ball stopping peg, a tilting ranp pivotally connect to the housing 
counterbalanced tp remain upright when there are no golf balls engaging it and an aperture at the 
end of the tilting ramp to allow a golf ball to pass therethrough.
